while maximum weekly wage 
increases will range from $16 to 
$26. The increase will be applied 
in three steps; now, 12 months 
from now and 24 months from 
now.

It marked a victory, tempor- 


arily at least, for Minority lead- 
er Herbert Fincman, D-Phila-

BUCHAREST, Romania (AP) 


— Hundreds of thousands of Ro- 
manians 
cheered 
President 


Charles de Gaulle on his arrival 
in Bucharest Tuesday. And he 
told them what they wanted lo 
hear in their quarreling with Ihe 
Soviet Union, stressing national 
freedom from any power bloc. 


The French 
president was 


greeted by the Romanian Presi- 
dent and party leader, Nicolae 
Ceausescu, who in welcoming 
remarks picked up DC Gaulle's 
theme of small-power independ- 
ence. 


"What Romania and France 


must do, and can do, to contrib- 
ute to the grandeur of Europe 
and therefore to the world's 
grandeur will be the subject of 
our conversation," 
De Gaulle 


told an airport audience. 


Obviously referring to Roma- 


nia's policy tending toward po- 
litical and economic independ- 
ence from Moscow, De Gaulle 
declared that Romanian friend- 
ship with France "is more im- 
portant today than ever before 
as Europe is beginning to re-es- 
tablish itself in the independ- 
ence of each of its nations," 


Some of the wildest cheers 


came when he. suddenly threw 
up his arms and said in memor- 
ized Romanian. "I bring you, 
my dear friends, the best wishes 
of Ihe French people who greet 
you from Ihe bottom of their 
hearts."

bleachers erected for picture- 
taking ceremonies in the Catho- 
lic Youth Center collapsed. 


Some 200 priests had gathered 


in Harrisburg for a photograph 
marking the diocese's centenni- 
al anniversary.

clergymen 


were reported to be in apparent 
satisfactory condition at Harris- 
burg and Holy Spirit hospitals. 


A commercial 
photographer 


had stationed approximately 185 
of the priests on the eight-tiered 
bleachers and was attempting to 
place the remaining 20 or so on 
the platform when the stand 
suddenly collapsed in the middle. 


The priests in their customary 


black cassocks and white sur- 
plices were sprawled in all di- 
rections as wooden planks thud- 
ded onto the auditorium floor 
amid a chorus of anguished 
groans.

Long hair, granny glasses and clothes of unbelievable 


design have supposedly become symbols of peace in recent 
years. Those who claim to be of intellectual nature have 
gone to extremes to brand the United States as a war 
monger. 


Suddenly the truth has flashed across the horizon like 


a bolt of lightning. Just as suddenly the long hair, granny 
glasses, weird clothes and strands of flowers now stand for 
violence. 


Proof of this change in belief may be noted by the acts 


of violence on major college campuses throughout the 
United States and even in other lands. 


Even more recently, students complete with the 


former "peace uniforms" have virtually torn up the city of 
Paris in an effort to halt the peace talks between the United 
States ami North Vietnam. 


Victims of plots 


Once again those students who claim outstanding 


mental ability have fallen victims to plots that grew from 
Communistic cells and expanded into anti-American dis- 
plays throughout the world. These demonstrations reached 
the peak of their strength right here in the United States. 


It is an almost unforgivable shame that elements in 


the United States have so coldly turned their backs on the 
country that makes a successful life possibile, while hiding 
behind the military struggle in Vietnam as a cause for their 
reasoning. 


Now the United States is at the bargaining table and 


ready to at least try and bring peace to the world. The 
sudden diplomatic chance has caught our intellectuals with 
their flowers down and now their Communist inspired 
leanings have taken on a new reasoning. 


Suddenly demonstrations against the United States 


have taken on an interior design and colleges and universit- 
ies across the land have become specific targets.

The presence of 
well equipped troops may have discouraged mobs to such 
a degree that no type of demonstration would have taken 
place. 


The U.N. has pushed for these peace talks for such a 


long time that it appears criminal that the so-called "peace 
organization" hasn't taken some concrete steps to see that 
the talks proceed without outside incidents. 


Youthful demonstrators across the United States can 


no longer cry for peace, because it is they who are causing 
warfare. These are the people who have suddenly taken a 
direct opposite view of life and in a matter of days. 


It is now time to halt the masquerade and to take part 


in some truly honest efforts to help the United States and 
the world to maintain peace and insure prosperity.

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WASHINGTON, D.C. — We sat in Ihe Fish 


Room wailing. It is an intimate room with a 
big rosewood table and high-backed chairs. Once, 
the wall held a billfish caught by John F. 
Kennedy. Everyone called the place the Fish 
Room. 


Now the flat white walls are decorated with 


Chrisman paintings of the Hill Country of Texas; 
landscapes lhat are peopled with bluebonnets 
and that melt into rocky hills ribbed with patches 
of yellow flowers. 


Some old friends came in to chat while 


we waited for President Lyndon Johnson. The 
lower echelon group — policemen and Secret 
Service men — have "tenure." After January 
20th, they will still work here. The others, ap- 
pointive men of substance, are already looking 
for work. The feelers are out in many directions. 


President Johnson kept the Kennedy crowd 


with him, even though their loyalties were to 
a dead knight. Now they too have lefl, swinging 
a free leg up on Ihe Robert Kennedy wagon, 
hoping lo get back in power if he makes the 
grade. In the back of the While House, the 
Jacqueline Kennedy Rose Garden, as formal and 
wind-blown as its namesake, will slay. 


The litlle attic room on the third floor is 


due for a change, depending on the whim of 
(he new man. It has an inclined slope. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt used lo be wheeled 


up there to read and look off to the mists 
of sailboats on the Potomac. Truman used it 
for poker games with cronies. On those evenings, 
he added a little bourbon and a splash of branch 
water. 


Classroom for Caroline 


Mrs. Kennedy used it as a classroom for 


Caroline. Women friends of hers from George- 
town sent their children — by invitation only 
— to the White House center hall at 8:30 a.m., 
five days a week. All of them, including Caroline, 
brought their lunch. The others contributed 
equally to the cost of a teacher, books, pencils 
and rulers. 


When she left, Luci Baines Johnson used 


it as a den. She had couches, a soft-drink bar 
with stools, some school banners and mementos 
on the wall. A record player crashed out the 
mood music of the teen-ager. Next 
January,

The Presideril called us into his office and 


we sat and chatted about nothing of consequence. 
Kelly sat at my side and she was moved to 
say: "Mr. President, 
1 have never seen you 


look so well." The big brown eyes were bright. 


The hair is a little grayer, but Ihe figure is 
less bulky and he sat between the couches on 
a rocker, the frames of his glasses between 
his teeth, and he seemed genuinely glad to 
see us. 


He will not run again, even if the nation 


stood as one man and asked him to do it. 
His mind is made up. He has had, as he points 
out, 40 years of public service and that's enough. 
Ever since he quit, his popularity has been 
rising like a fever thermometer, but he is no 
longer impressed. 


Few people understand how much thai old 


ranch house, buill by his aunt long ago, means 
to him. It isn't palatial. It's full of hardwood 
frontier furniture and deer antlers as hat racks. 
All through the time that Lynda and Luci were 
growing — and before — he and Mrs. Johnson 
have been in Washington 80 per cent of each 
year. An additional 10 per cent was spent 
mending political fences or campaigning. He just 
wants'to gc home. 


Sleep for awhile 


"I think when I get there," he said, waving 


the glasses, "I'm 
just going to sleep awhile. 


Just sleep." I pooh-poohed the notion, because 
Lyndon Baines Johnson was born running at 
top speed. No, he insisted, he will sleep and 
lounge awhile. After that.. .? 


"I don't know," he said. I suggested that, 


like other presidents, he will start to wrile his 
memoirs. The president put on a broad smile. 
In the field of writing, he defers to Mrs. Johnson. 
She has a degree in journalism. He isn't sure 
what she will do, but he said: "You know, 
she has kept a strict diary from the firsl day 
we got here." 


On the cold, factual record, Lyndon Johnson 


emerges as the most productive President of 
all time. More progressive legislation has been 
enacted in any one year of his tenure of office 
than other presidents have achieved in four. 
If he and Mrs. Johnson write a book — or 
a series of them — there will he some electrifying 
disclosures of history behind the scenes. 


He doesn't look like a so-called lame-duck 


president. Obviously, he doesn't feel like one. 
He is now free to call his shots openly, without 
fear or favor. He can do as he pleases for 
the next eight months. And, in spite of his 
critics, he can step down in a blaze of glory. 


When we parted, the president said something 


unusual. It had an air of finality about it. He 
shook hands and murmured: "God bless you, 
Jim." 
In January, the nation may be saying 


that to him. . .

WASHINGTON — Former Health, Education 


and W e l f a r e S e c r e t a r y John Gardner is 
discovering thai he has a lol more influence 
on Congress as a "lobbyist" than he had as 
a member of President Johnson's Cabinet. 


By making 75 phone calls in two days last 


week lo Republican legislators, Gardner, as head 
of Hie privately organized Urban Coalition, was 
able 
lo swing 
enough 
votes 
to save 
the 


administration's $25 million rent 
supplement 


program in the House. 


This record appropriation, which is likely 


to be increased, in the Senate, compares to $10 
million Congress grudgingly approved last year 
when G a r d n e r was the 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n ' s 


spokesman for the highly controversial proposal. 


The U r b a n Coalition is a n a t i o n - w i d e 


organization formed to seek massive federal aid 
for cities and Ihe poor. In his new lobbying 
role as its chairman Gardner was able lo pull 
Ihe rug oul from under a spirited GOP economy 
drive by calling law-makers either against the 
rent subsidy program or uncommilled. 


Gardner's backstage campaign also succeeded 


in defeating by a narrow margin a 
follow-up 


Republican move lo hold rent supplements to 
the present $10 million level. 


Although polls of House leaders showed that 


both cutback motions would carry, 
Gardner 


changed the situation by appealing that the 
subsidy program be given an additional year 
trial — especially since 1908 was a presidential 
election year. 


Al Gardner's request Rep. Gerald Ford, 


R-Mich., GOP minority leader, dropped plans 
lo force a roll-call vote, as was done a year 
a year ago. This face-saving action 
spared 


conscrvalive 
Republicans who are friends of 


Gardner from having to vole publicly against 
the program. Significantly Gardner is the choice 
for the GOP vice presidential 
nomination of 


Melvin Laird, Wis., chairman 
of the 
GOP 


conference committee. 


Working Together 


Gardner swung into action after receiving 


a n u n e x p e c t e d c a l l f r o m Speaker John 
McCormack, D-Mass. 


"We need anywhere from 70 to 75 Republican 


votes to save the a d m i n i s t r a t i o n ' s rent 
supplemental program," McCormack 
told the 


former HEW secretary. "Can you help us? If 
we are to solve our growing urban crisis, all 
Republicans must move into the 20th century." 


'mil Si'oll 


After Gardner agreed to make the calls, 


McCormack supplied him with Ihe names of 
75 Republican legislators who had either voted 
against the rent subsidy program last year or 
indicated Ihey planned lo oppose it Ihis year. 


The conlroversial rent supplement program, 


which is designed lo help low-income families 
live in moderate-income housing through federal 
subsidies to landlords, was part of a $13.7 billion 
omnibus spending bill passed lasl week and sent 
to the Senate. 


Included in the measure was a $500 million 


allotment for another Great Society innovation 
— the model Cities program - which provides 
grants that selected 
municipalities, including 


most of the major cities, may spend in a variety 
of ways for improvement. 


House Republicans last week merely tried 


to reduce the Model Cities program lo $312 
million - or the same amount approved by 
Congress in 1967. But with Gardner lobbying 
for the bigger amount even Ihis economy drive 
fizzled. 


And GOP leaders at Gardner's request did 


not even ask for a record vote. A year ago, 
when Gardner made a similar request, it fell 
on deaf congressional ears. 


Women warriors 


Hanoi is using more and more women in 


combat. 


The 
use 
of 
attractive 
women to lure 


American soldiers into deadly traps has been 
recently reported. Also the number of North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong females now in 
uniform in South 
Vietnam is believed to total 


more than 3,000, and is increasing almost daily. 
Several hundred other women are believed to 
be serving as North Vietnamese spies. 


In recent fighting for Saigon, United Slales 


intelligence authorities report thai in several 
instances all-women units have been used to 
spearhead 
the Communists' 
military-political 


offensive. 


On the outskirts of Saigon, an American 


air-mobile operation killed a half dozen women 
guerillas and captured 
the same number on 


the battlefield. 


"One of these captured women was carrying 


a 65-pound machincgun taken from a downed 
A m e r i ca n he H c o p t e r," states an Army 
intelligence report. "The women were smuggling 
arms into Saigon to set up an advance command 
post for attacks from inside the capital."

that he won it. He even seemed smug about 
it, which amazes me. If, for instance, I had

of 


embarrassment to the end of my days. 


While the wire services printed the results 


of the survey, no one seems lo have analyzed 
them. We shall do so now, although the job 
is somewhat distasteful. 


Hardly astonishing 


Of the 1,072,830 voles cast by students on 


1,200 campuses, Sen. McCarthy was chosen by 
28 per cent as the ideal man lo he president. 
In 
view 
of 
his 
anli-draft 
slatements, 
his 


marvelous showing among draft-age students is 
hardly astonsihing. 


How, though, can a man he proud of the 


facl lhat most of his followers are people who 
don't wanl lo defend their counlry or Ihe 
principles of democracy? 


Sen. Robert F. Kennedy was second, with 


20 per cent, simply because — next to McCarthy 
— 
he 
is 
Hie 
candidate most 
opposed 
to 


maintaining Ihe free world with the help of 
soldiers. 


It is to the credit of 19 per cent of the 


sludcnls thai Ihey voted for Reihard Nixon, a 
known hawk. Whether lie is the hcsl man is 


beside Ihe poil. It simply is encouraging that 
Ihe students who voted for him did so for reasons 
other than avoiding the draft. 


Military action 


Tho question about military action resulted 


in 17 per cent saying we should withdraw and 
almost 45 per cent saying we should reduce 
our forces in Vietnam. Thai's pretty easy to 
understand, isn'l it? Bui some observers seemed 
surprised lhal 20 per cent of the students said 
we should go "all-out" to win and nine per 
cent said we should increase our effort. 


Here, I would say, the motivation was simply 


this: "Lcl's end Ihis thing before I have to 
go there." This would explain Ihe results of 
the question on bombing, also. 


Almost 29 per cenl said we should stop 


it; 28 per cent said suspend it and, of course, 
there were 25 per cent who thought the bombing 
should be increased and four per cenl who 
thought it should be nuclear! That lalter crowd 
is really scared. 


As f said, the results arc a sad commentary 


and why McCarthy chose to mention Ihem is 
beyond me.

NEW YORK — Arriving on the scene of the 


Paris peace talks, a member of the North Viet- 
namese 
delegation 
remarked 
that the 
very 


existence of the talks is proof that the United 
States is losing the war. 


Astonishingly, he may very well have be- 


lieved what he was saying. 


He could manage belief in his words even 


though he had just come from a country that 
is largely debris as a result of U.S. bombing 
raids. He must know that the Tct 
offensive 


of last winter was a colossal failure: the Allies' 
"kill" rate was as high as 10 to 1 in the 
major battles, no major objective was taken, 
Ihe South Vietnamese people did not rise and 
support the attacks, the Saigon government stood 
firm, and scores of thousands of well-trained 
guerrillas were sacrificed in the forlorn hope 
of scoring a quick knockout. 


(Guerrillas, as distinct from invading North 


Vietnamese troops and indigenous Viet Cong, 
are 
mainly South Vietnamese who received 


extraordinary training in Norlh Vietnam. Upon 
being returned to their home areas, they serve 
as guides, scouts, food and medical providers, 
spies, 
saboteurs, 
extortionists, tax-colleclors, 


blackmailers, 
executioners, and they are in 


charge of impressing South Vietnamese youths 
into Ihe VC before they are old enough to be 
drafted by the government. Grossly misused as 
shock-wave Iroops during the Tet debacle, they 
died in fivers of their own blood, a bitter blow 
to 
the 
Communist infrastructure in 
South 


Vietnam.) 


The delegate could still believe in his heart 


lhat America is losing just as Ho Chi Minh 
must feel that the U.S. is being whipped. 


Oriental mind 


One must look into the Oriental mind to 


discern why such beliefs could be held in Ihe 
facl of the simple mathematics of death and 
destruction. The oriental, whose oullook on the 
realities of war is colored by centuries of sup- 
pression and exploitation by the white man, 
can look upon any conference requested by the 
white man as a sign of the latter's weakness 
or dire plight. 


He cannot honestly fathom why a nation 


as strong as the United Stales does not use 
all of its strength and crush him. What is 


strength for, except to crush? Why would we 
hesitate to blow Haiphong and Hanoi off the 
map? Why would we spare the hydro-electric 
facilities of North Vietnam simply because if 
we destroyed the dams the waters would drown 
the women and children who live below? 


So, something must be wrong. There must 


be fear and misgivings in the land of those 
who have come halfway across the world to 
fight for a Saigon government. Nobody fights 
for a Saigon government, the pu77,led Oriental 
might say. It's like fighting for a robber baron. 
. .or, at least, it always has been. 


Old man Ho, ruminating in his bomb shelter, 


is said to be fed a steady diet of "good" news, 
pictures and reports from the U.S. He probably 
is as aware of the Columbia University riols 
as you are, though he could have interpreted 
them as solely a protest against 
Columbia's 


off-campus research work for the Defense De- 
partment. He knows the speeches of Sen. Ful- 
bright, the rise of the anti-war candidates, Sen. 
McCarthy 
and Sen. 
Kennedy, he sees the 


editorials of outstanding papers opposed to con- 
tinuation of the war. He watches the unrest, 
the marches, the "police brutality." 


And he must reason that if anything remolely 


like thai kind of protest ever erupted in Hanoi 
his days would surely be numbered. The dis- 
cipline could nol tolerate such open attacks on 
authority. 


Therefore, Ho must feel there can be only 


chaos in America. Why would a commander-in- 
chief who could whistle up a vast aerial attack 
— even thermonuclear — not do so, particularly 
since the victim of such an attack has no ability 
to retaliate? There must be weakness, grave 
doubt, behind President Johnson's all-out efforts 
to gel peace talks started. Why else would he 
have fanned more than 30 peace ambassadors 
across the face of the world? Why would he 
have appealed to the UN, the Pope, Kosygin 
and no one knows how many olhers lo help 
him get a meeting with a counlry that has 
less than two per cenl of Ihe population of 
Asia? Why would he give up the luxury, comfort 
and prestige of the presidency unless he felt 
lhat only such 
a 
sacrifice could stop 
Ihe 


courageous attacks of the little men in black 
pajamas?

In outlining the reasons for 


tlie gap in understanding be- 
tween generations, Mrs. Mekeel 
said: 


"This is a far different world 


in which today's young people 
have grown lip, and parents do 
not feel at home in Hint world. 
Yet it is tlie parents who, be- 
cause they are less impulsive, 
less intolerant, must attempt to 
bridge that gap." 


One of the major differences 


is that in the middle class 
family, there is an increasingly 
long period during which young 
people must remain financially 
dependent on their parents, she 
pointed out. 


At an age when their parents 


w ere m a r r i e d an d 
li a d 


established themselves in oc- 
cupations, young people are still 
required to go on lo college 
and perhaps graduate school to 
fit themselves into the com- 
plicated technology in which 
they will work. 


Another difference she cited 


was that today's young people 
arc much more aware of what 
is going on in the world than 
their parents were at the same 
age, 
largely because of the 


growth of mass media, par- 
ticularly television. 


Both parents and children are 


confused about where a child 
stands in point of maturity, 
Mrs. 
Mekeel said. A young 


person may get a driver's 
license at 16, be drafted at 18, 
but cannot drink or vote until 
he is 21.

II is a fundamental principle 


of play that you don't put all 
your eggs in one basket if yon 
can help it. After all, if you 
can arrange to give yourself 
two chances to make a contract 
inslead of one, you are much 
more likely to succeed in the 
long run. 


This principle of keeping a 


second method of play in re- 
serve, if the first method is 
in danger of failing, can 
be 


successfully applied far more 
often lhan is generally realized 


For example, consider this 


hand where declarer is in five 
diamonds and West leads the 
queen of clubs. South's pros- 
pects are certainly not bright— 


it looks as though he must cash 
the A-K of clubs and ruff a 
club, and then, assuming he 
finds the clubs divided 3-3, lead 
the ace and another diamond 
in 
the 
hope of 
finding 
the 


trumps divided 2-2. If both these 
hopes mature, South makes the 
contract with an overtrick. 


In the actual case, this meth- 


od of play fails because the 
clubs turn out to be divided 
1-2 and South must eventually 
go down one. 


However, South can make the 


contract if he does not rely 
exclusively 
on 
the 
3-3 club 


break. He has a much better 
chance if lie ducks the opening 
l e a d 
o f 
t h e 
q u e e n 
o f 


clubs! Regardless of what West 
returns, South has the hand 
under 
control. 
Assume West 


continues with a club. Declarer 
wins 
in 
dummy 
with 
the 


king, ruffs a club, leads the ace 
and another 
diamond, and 


winds up with eleven tricks by 
cashing 
dummy's 
remaining 


clubs. 


The advantage of this method 


of play—once the necessary as- 
sumption of a favorable trump 
division 
is made—is that 


declarer makes the contract not 
only when the cluhs divide 3-3, 
but also when they are divided 
4-2. 


The cxlra chance which de- 


clarer gives himself proves to 
be the decisive factor.
